We have bean congratulating ournsives
on the splendid and unprecedentsd bal-
anos of trads in our favor. It reached the
enormodh sum of $2,074,000,000 In the last
fiscnl year. We have heen saying to ours
salves that Europs had to have the things
which we produced and so came to our
markets. This Is only part of the truth,

Tre United Siutes has been a debtor
nation. Fngiand and Froncos, but espe.
clally Pngland, {nveated thelr surplus In
Amerioan onterprises, They dld not con.
fine their investments to North America,
but joansd vast sums to South America
as well. When the war broke out it be-
oame neceasary for the belligerent natlons
to mobilise thelr financial nasets as well na
their armiss. 1t was Imperative that
they should call thelr forelgn loans. They
have been doing this for the past twonty-
five montha, The exact figures are not
obtainable, but it has besn eatimated that
batwean a billlon and & half and two bil
lion dollars® worth of Amerloan securities
have been unloaded on the American
market.

How have thess beon paid for? Not In
eash. They have been pald for by the
shipment of goods which Europe, fortu-
nately for us, needed In her great emer-
gency. If we ocould not have paid for
them in goods it would have been neces-
sary to ship gold mbrond and thereby
draln our banks of thelr supply of yellow
metal. The same process has been going
on in South America, where the exports
of Argentina, for example, have Increased
almost aa amasingly as our own, in re
sponse to the demand for the payment
of European creditors.

The expansion of our forelgn trads,
dating from the middle elghties of the
last contury, hos been ocoincldent with
the industrial decline of Elngland and her
decresaing abllity to hold the forelgn
securities In which ashe had invested.
The boom of the past two years has Aif-
fored In degves and not in kind from that
which has been going on for m genera-
ton.

The peril In the present situation Is two-
fold: Our industries have acquired such
& momentum that it cannot be stopped
when the war ends. We are In grave
danger of producing a surplus that will
giut our markets and demorulize businesns.
Becond, when the men of Europe leave
the battlefleld and resume their places in
industry all the natlons will exert them-
selvea to the utmost to recover the trade
which they have lost by supplying their
own markets and selling thelr surplus st
sny priop they can get In the markets of
the worid. There I» grave danger of a glut
of homemade goods mude worse by a
flood of forelgn-made articles. Further,
because they have borrowed a billlon and
& half here uinos the war bagun, there Iu
the added necessity of selling more goods
bhere to pay the Interest on thoss loans
Inatead of shipping gold to us.

It will require the broadest and winest
industrial and politioal statesmanship to
prevent & gruve econocinlo dlsaster grow-
Ing out of these oconditions, Our fArst
duty is to those of our own household.
What {8 needed now Is not a law to make
foreign competition with our producers
casler, an the Underwood law has done,
but & law which will protect gur muar-
kets, and thereby protect our '_wurkor-
from rulnous competition. If there ever
wers A time In the history of the nation
when an intelligently framed protective
tarif luw was neoded that thme is the
presont.
